| TAMMANY IN THE SADDLE 


NEW YORK STATE GIVES FLOWER A 
BEGGARLY MAJORITY. 


The Democratic Plurality for Governor 
Will Not Exceed 8,000, While Sheehan 
Is Probably Defeated for Second Place 
The Treachery of Miller Men in the 
Interior Causes the Defeat of Mr. Fas- 
sott—Repablicans Gain Several Members 
of the Legislature.

New York, Nov. 4—3 a. m.—One ‘thousand 
six hundred and nineteen election districts in 
New York State, outside of New York and 
Kings Counties, give Flower, 177,686; Fas- 
sett, 190,000. The same districts in 1888 
gave Hill 197,824; Miller, 242,279. The 1,734 
districts outside New Tork and Kings 
not yet heard from gave in 1888 
Hill, 201,254; Miller, 220,915. Miller 
thus had in these districts a plurality of 19,- 
661. In case Fassett should have this same 
plurality in the districts yet to hear from his 
total plurality outside New York and Kings 
Counties would be 3h975; Flower’s plurality 
in New York City being 58,290 and in Kings 
County about 16,000, it would thus appear 
prubable that Mr. Flower’s majority will be 
somewhat over 40,000. 

The Senate Is a Tie. 

New York, Nov. 4—3 a. m.—The returns 
received by the Associated Press up to this 
hour indicate that the New York Senate will 
be as follows: Democrats, 16; Republicans, 
16. The total city vote on Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor shows that Sheehan falls behind Flower 
3,980. 


New Lonx, Nov. 3.—[Special.]|—New York 
has proved true to her record and elected a 
Democratic State ticket again. Flower for 
Governor will have a majority of about 8,000; 
Sheehan as Lieutenant-Governor 1s consider- 
ably behind the head of the ticket. it is not 
hard to understand the reason for Democratic 
victory. Mr. Platt devoted his attention to 
New York City, while Mr. Edward Murphy 
and Tammany Hall went on a still hunt in 
the Republican strongholds in the interior of 
the State. These tactics, combined with the 
treachery of the Miller men in the interior 
counties, caused the life blood to flow from 
the gallant young Republican leader—J. * 
Fassett. 

An analysis of the returns is as good as a 
penny story. Tammany thought that New 
York City was all right and relied on the 
World's Fair bugaboo to give Flower an enor- 
mous majority. Mr. Platt stirred up the 
County Democracy, made some deals with 
recreant district captains, and cut down Mr. 
Flawer’s majority in the city to 57,000, when 
Gov. Hill three years ago was given 69,000. 
In other words, Mr. Flower, who was stamped 
with the tiger brand by Mr. Fassett, failed to 
receive a cordial support in Tammany strong- 
holds. 

Sheehan Runs Behind. 

The issue raised against Mr. Sheehan with 
regard tothe non-reception of the petition 
against the liquor bil! sent to him as Speaker 
of ‘the Assembly by the Catholic priests, 
caused him to run 3,000 votes behind in this 
city. Mr. Vrooman, his opponent, was helped 
by a large Masonic vote. Up in the State the 
Miller men, as the issue shows, staid in their, 
tents and sulked. In spite of all the protesta- 


tions about Republican harmony the returns |} ; 
4 the Millerite sulk is as bad as the 


Platt knife. 
One of the surprises is the honest manner in * 


which Mr. McLaughlin stood by Flower in 
Kings County, sullen and surly as he declared 
himself to be. The gist of the matter is that 
the Cleveland independent vote did nut 
support Mr. Fassett through the silly fear 
that a Republican victory in 1891 would 
operate against the chances for Cleveland for 
a President in 1892. Add to this the sulking 
of the Millerites and you have the reason for 
Fassett’s defeat. 

The election of Mr. Fiower! is likely to prove 
a sort of boomerang to the Democratic party 
in the Presidential campaign next year and a 
blessing in disguise to the Republicans. 

Tammany Is Unpopular. 

The canvass has made it evident that how- 
ever popular Tammany may be among cer- 
tain classes within the city limits, it is very 
unpopular with all classes outside of the city. 
This unpopularity will rouse a strong opposi- 
tion when we come to the more important 
elections of 1892. A large number of Demo- 
crats who believe in the policies 
of their party, and under ordi- 
nary circumstances throw their whole 
weight for its support, will be either luke- 
warm or go over to the Republicans with the 
hope of defeating Tammany. They distrust 
the organization and will not have it at any 
price. They are members of a party, but they 
are not partisans, and claim the right to vote 
as they please. They argue, and very natural- 
ly, that if Tammany has acquired enough in- 
fluence to travel from New York to Albany, 
and shows a determination to extend ite jour- 
ney to Washington, something must be done 
to check its greed of power and patronage. 
The same battle-cry which has been raised 
in this canvass will become the cry of the 
future—down with Tammany. It would be 
a disastrous thing, therefore, to be compelled 
next year to throw the national issues aside in 
order to fight a defensive battle with Tam- 
many as our handicap. Theelection of Mr. 
Flower makes this contingency probable, and 
the Democratic party has, therefore, very lit- 
tle cause to congratulate itself on the victory 
of today, because it was simply a Tammany 
victory. 

Mr. Flower Is Blooming. 

Mr. Flower’s own estimate of his majority 
in the State is 25,000. . Never in the history of 
the State did an election day dawn fairer. It 
was cool and crisp in the early hours, but it 
grew warmer as the day wore on, while a 
genial sun in a clear blue sky shone down 
with strict impartiality upon righteous and 
wicked, winners and losers alike. From 
a political standpoint the weather was 
regarded as a square deal all 
around. for it was certain 
augury of a big vote and no favor. In this re- 
spect, however, it was thought the genial skies 
would favor the Republicans, especially in the 
country districts, where many voters stay at 
home when the weather and the roads are bad. 
The weather throughout the State was pleas- 
ant and a big vote was brought out in every 
city and election district. The first dispatches 
told that Mr. Fassett had been cut severely in 
Rensselaer County and that he had gained 
astonishingly in Monroe. The smaller towns 
seem to give him a decreased vote from that 
obtained by Miller in 1888. while Flower 
seemed to approach very nearly the vote given 

to David B. Hill.

“Silver Dolist” Smith Steed Withna Roll 
Before th Fells. ‘ 

New Tom, Nov. 3.—[Special.}]—Patriotic 
Americans who have some notion of a free and 
honest ballot should have witnessed the prog- 
rees of the election today in the Eighth. As- 
sembly District. They would have seen hinge 
to amaze them. Silver Dollar Smith, Tam- 
many eye-gouger, Alderman, dully, and in- 
dicted iaw-breaker, stood on the streets and 
paid for votes as openly as he would pay for 
peanuts. 

There was no pretense about it and no 
secrecy. In his lefthand trousers pocket he 
carried a roll of bills as big as his lumen fist. 
He puiled out the roll from time to time and 
handed bills and tickets to voters. The bills 
they stuffed into their pockets and the ballots 
they took with them to the polling place. 

The leaders of the opposition saw what.he 
was doing, for even a casual observer who 
passed along the street could hardly be blind 
te it; but although they were being deprived 
of an election by boldfaced fraud no one 
dared complain. With most of the police at 
his back, and the Essex Market Police Court 
organized to do as he bids, Mr. Smith is a law 
to himself in the Eighth District. 

The polling place at No. 79 Ludlow street 
was Smith’s particular haunt yesterday. He 
swaggered up and down the sidewalk and 
handed out money right and left. Wherever 
he went a trail of seedy-looking out- 
casts followed him like a pack of 
wolves. They hung at his elbows and dickered 
with him for their votes. Two dollars was the 
ruling market price in the morning. The ex- 
perienced lodging-house inmates, who have 
been through elections before, held off for 
more. By 1 o'clock some of them were get- 
ting $3 and $5.' A miserable-looking creature 
who was sitting on a keg at the corner of Lud- 
low street called Smith to him’ and said in a 
hoarse whisper: 

“Say, Charley, don’t I get nuthin' ? Tre 
got a lot er people ready ter vote for yer.“ 

* Well, bring up your people, said Mr. 
Smith, ina business-like way; and you'll 
get your money.“ 

Mr. Smith’s henchmen, who all strive, 
though generally with indifferent success, to 
ape his hangdog look and rufflan manner, 
were out early with comfortable sums. 

About thirty men came to the office of the 
Arbveiter-Zeitung, No. 81 Ludlow street, dur- 
ing the day and exhibited money which they 
said Smith had given to them to vote for him. 
In every case they said they had put themoney 
in their pockets and vofed the Socialistic La- 
bor ticket. Abraham Cahan, the editor of the 
Arbeiter and the Socialist leader of the dis- 
trict, tried to get these men to lay charges 
against Smith and secure his arrest. At the 
first suggestion they fled precipitately. They 
had seen so much of police: persecution at 
Smith's instigation, Mr. Cahan paid, that they 
lived in deadly terror of the burly thug.

8,—[Special. }~Will- 
iam McKinley Jr. has been elected Governor 
of Ohio by a majority of from 17,000 to 22,000, 
The Democratic State Central committee, 
through its Chairman, James E. Neal, admit- 
ted as much just before midnight at Colum- 
bus. He based his expression of belief on 
the figures as they were then coming in and 
the results that have materialized since that 
time go far to verify what Mr. Neal 
has said. He thought the McKinley 
majority would be 135,000, but the 
later advices would indicate that 
the majority would be larger than he had ad- 
mitted. Maj. McKinley has carried Hamil- 
ton with a good big majority entirely satis- 
factory to the Republicans. The Blame club 
people gave out at midnight they would be 
gratified if McKinley got through Hamil- 
ton with 2,500 to 3,000 votes to spare. A hun- 
dred precincts out of 250 mm the. county 
showed McKinley between 800 and 900 
ahead of Campbell, which would give 
him Hamilton by about 2,500 majority. 
He will come to Cincinnati with a good 
big majority, ana his election is conceded by 
the Democrats. The advices when they came 
pouring in were quite confusing and bewilder- 
ing, owing to the scratching done by the 
Democrats. Campbell, owing to the construc- 
tion placed on the Election law by the judges, 
was made to appear to be way in the lead of 
his ticket.

The disaffected Democrats did not 
scratch Campbell to the extent that was an- 
ticipated and the vote is a disappointment to 
a good many of the more prominent Repub- 
licans, Gov, Foraker estimates McKinley's 
majority in the entire State at 15,000, 12,000 
of which, be says, will come from the country 
exclusive of Hamilton. He expects Hamilton 
to give the Major about 3,000 majority.

— The 
eleotion reports show that the new ballot law 
worked very well in this city and throughout 
the State. Jt is estimated that about 5 per 
cent of the votes were lost through defective 
ballots. On account of the unexpectedly large 
number of scratched tickets the count has 
been slow. In some of the German wards this 
morning there was a rush of voters, and it was 
impossible for the judges to accommodate 
them all with booths. Quite a large number 
of workingmen could not wait, and left the 
polls, The Republicans suffered more serious- 
ly from defective tickets than the Democrats.

Mr. Longenecker spoke in favor of greater 
charity toward young criminals and those 
guilty of their first or of unpremeditated 
crimes. ‘The problem was not how to 
send all the criminals to the penitentiary, 
but how best to keep crime from increasing. 
He did not agree with those who believed that 
it was already on the increase. It never would 
be so long as churches and schools continued 
their present work. 

The speaker favored laws which would not 
send men to the penitentiary for a first uffense 
of embezzlement. Money was at the bottom 
of almost every crime. in nine cases out of 
ten the man robbed wouli not prosecute if 
the money was repaid by the hard Jabors 
of some poor sister, mother, or wife of 
the wrongdoer. 4 young bo had 
taken $300 from a business-man in Chicago. 
He agreed not to prosecute if the boy’s uncle 
paid back the money, and the Judge suspend- 
ed sentence. The uncle could not earn the 
money, and for three years, the 
speaker said, that business-man bad 
hounded him to have that Case 
put back on the docket.

Terrible Accident in the Big Anaconda 
Mine Near Butte.

Oat the Result in Hamilton County. 
_ Crncinwatr, O., Nov. 3,.-—|Special.]—The 
kangarou system of voting is a grand success 
in so far as it is conducive of good order at 
the polis and guarantees to the voter many 
rights he has heretofore not enjoyed. It can- 
not be said the scheme is beneficial to the 
gathering of returns and the collection of 
tables and figures from which a result can be 
approximated. The judges of election here 
in Hamilton County are frightfully and exas- 
peratingly slow in their work or they propose 
to construe the law most strictly and not 
give out any result until. the whole 
ticket be copnted—a process which at 
the present rate of progress will.occupy the 
next two or three days. The Republicans 
have been basing their claims of success 
largely on the local disaffection among the 
Democrats in Hamilton County and confi- 
dently expected to carry the same by at least 
8,000 majority. It had been pretty generally 
conceded that Campbell and McKinley would 
come down to Patterson’s bridge, the divid- 
ing line between Hamilton and Clermont 
Counties, with a majority of 2,000 to 3,000 
either way. The Republicans hoped to carry 
Hamilton so overwhelmingly that Campbell's 
majority in the State exclusive of Hamilton, 
if he obtained one, would be more than wiped 
out here. 

An analysis of the vote here in Hamilton, so 
far as the returns go, shows that Campbell ran 
on an average ten votes ahead of the Demo- 
cratic ticket. In many precincts McKinley 
was in the lead of the Republican ticket, 
Dan Ryan, the Republican candidate for Sec- 
retary of State, carried Hamilton last year by 
about 8,000 and over.

INTEREST CASE DELAYED 


JUDGE NEWMAN MAS NO JURISDIC- 
TION IN THE BARSHAW SUIT. 


The Cases of Wisconsin Against Ex-Treas- 
urer Harshaw and McFetridge to Come 
Up Nov. 17—Father and San Meet Death 
in a Well~A Farmers Son Dies Trom a 
Dog’s Bite Received in July—Saloon 
Aldermen Abuse a Minister — Other 
Northwest News. 

Mavisow, Wis., Nov. 8—[Special.]—The 
celebrated Harshaw treasury suit was the in- 
teresting event at the State Capitol today. 
Judge Siebecker ascended the bench and 
briefly gave the reason why he could not hear 
the case, and that with the consent of the 
attorneys on both sides he had called in Judge 
Newman of the Sixth Judicial Circuit. 

When Judge Newman had taken his seat 
Attorney-General O’Connor stated that in his 
opinion the court had no jurisdiction to try 
the case at this time. Judge Siebecker sat in 
the case as Judge in chamber by stipulation 
of the attorneys. Mr. O'Connor argued that 
under such conditions it was the almost uni- 
versal practice that no new Judge could 
be called in. He was ably assisted 
by United States Senator Vilas, who 
will hereafter be identified with the suits. He 
said that it was of greater interest to the State 
not to have a mistrial than it would be to the 
defendants,who under all circuinstances coulda 
only gain by it. 

Charles W. Felker of Oshkosh, J. V. Quarles, 
and Joshua Stark of Milwaukee, attorneys for 
Harshaw, argued that the defense had secured 
witnesses from long distances, and the expense 
and inconvenience of delay certainly were un- 
desirable. 

Judge Newman decided that he had no juris- 
diction at this time, but would hear the case

THE PRESIDENT OF THE MAVERICK 
BANK TELLS Nis STORY, 


He Is Ace of Embesating $1,400,000 


| from the Bank—Director French Is Li- | 


able to Go to Jail—How the Wily Om- 
clals Obtained Vast Sams of Money 
from the Institution—The Feeling in 
bung Is Rapidly Subsiding. 
„ Mass., Nov. 8,—[Special.]—Asa 
Potter, President of the defunct Maverick 
Bank, was today arraigned before Coimmis- 
sioner Hallet and held in the sum of $100,000 
for his appearance before the December term 
of the Circuit Court to answer to the charge of 
embezzling and misappropriating the funds of 
the bank of which he was President. Gran- 
ville T. W. Braman of Cohasset is his bonds- 
man, Thomas Dana, a director of the bank, 
who was also arrested, qualified in the sum of 
$75,000 and was held to appear before the 
same court the same date to answer to 
the same charge. Col. Jonas H. French, the 
managing director, who was also arrested last 
night, sleeps tonight guarded by a deputy 
United States Marshal, he having been unable 
to secure bonds. This is to save him the hu- 
miliation of sleeping in the Charles Street 
Jail as long as there is a chance that he may 
be able to secure bonds tomorrow.

President Potter’s indebtedness to the institu- 
tion amounts to $1,100,000, that of Mr.

amounts were obtained through the in- 
dorsement by these parties of notes made by 
parties of no financial responsibility, suchas 
hers.

It is said 
on good authority that the bank has cash 
enough on hand to pay depositors 26 cents, 
and beyond that the matter is extremely prob- 
lematical. The loss is likely to come prin- 
cipally upon small depositors, large ac- 
counts having been very freely withdrawn 
in time to avoid the suspension. The gen- 
eral feeling regarding the failure is that 
after the first effects are overcome the 
financial atmosphere of this city will 
be much improved, as the bank’s methods of 
doing business have for years excited the 
suspicions of the banking community and 
have caused them to anticipate the present 
turn of affairs. 
President Potter’s Version. 

President Asa Potter has given his side of 
the Evans story for publication as follows: 
The loss of the Maverick National Bank on 
account of its dealings with Mr. Evans would 
be about $200,000 if the collateral could be 
judiciously disposed of. That loss had been 
figu out and charged off i before 
the crisis last ardse. We 
settled it in this way: The bank 
took the collaterals and turned over the notes 
to the firm. The difference in value between 
the face of the claim and the then market 
value of the collateral proved to be as I said, 
about 200,000. The bank’s dealings with Mr. 
Evans can in no sense be considered the direct 
cause of the suspension. The real causes of 
the failure are somewhat complicated but 
easily made clear. Of course everybody 
knows how freely we were talked about

was finally upon our depositors. , 
first tangible thi was the refusal 
by President W. R. Evans of the Winthro 
National Bank to accept one of our certifi 
checks. The day before this refusal I had had 
a pleasant, friendly interview with Mr. Wil- 
mot Evans and we parted apparently on the 
best of terms. When the check was brought 
back to our bank by the man who presented 
it at the Winthrop I was astonished, I Said at 
once that it must be a mistake of some sort. 
We promptly paid greenbacks over our coun- 
ter for the check, and then I out to 
find Mr. Evans.

The suit was brought by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in pursuance of the provisions of the act 
of Congress approved Aug. 7, 1888, known as 
the Anderson act. This act in brief compels all

Counsel 
insist that the efficiency of the service pro- 
vided by the company since the contract 
above referred to has existed, and the reduc- 
tion of rates which from time to time have 
been made, fuliy justify the wisdom of it as a 
practical measure. Counsel further insist that 
the competency of the railroad company to 
enter into the cuntract with the te ph 
ry — is reinforced by the provisions of 
the General Telegraph law, originally enacted 
June 24, 1866; that for the purposes of the 
bill the defendants and the contract between 
them are not within the commands, injunc- 
tions, and prohibitions of the Anderson act. 
Mr. Caldwell opened the case for the gov- 
ernment, but had not concluded his argument 
when Justice Brewer was compelled to leave 
the room for the purpose of attending the 
meeting of the Supreme Court. The argument 
was resumed in the evening. It will probably 
consume a part of each morning and evening 
for several days.
